CllK Ai.o, Dec. 5.—Tw enty wide-awak© 
dentis s and several men <>f medical sci­ 
ence, w ith skepticism w ritten all over their 
faces, sat in t lub room A at the Grand Pa­ 
cific hotel last nig ht and listened to an in­ 
teresting discourse on “ H y pnotism . 
Pro­ 
fessor Norman J . Roberts, of Vi attkegan, 
111- . was the lecturer and hy pnolog ist. 
Before the professor finished his clinic and 
his hy pnotic dem onstrations he succeeded 
in putting about half of the learned doc­ 
tors and wide awake dentists asleep, 
1 hey 
all went home feeling ashamed of their 
skepticism . 
The clinic w as for the benefit 
of the Chicago Anaesthetic club, which 
holds regular m onthly m eeting s, and which 
boasts of being the first club of its kind 
ever organized. 
It is hard at work inves­ 
tig ating the science of anaesthesia. 
It 
has now forty members, and i* rapidly 
g rowing . 
Dr. G. Leining er is president 
and Dr*. B. -J . Cigrand secretary . 
A S tu d y R e c o m m e n d e d . 
The first thing Professor Roberts did 
was to recommend the study of the his­ 
tory and developm ent of hy pnotism as set 
forth in the “ Humboldt Library ” for A u­ 
g ust, lssu. 
H y pnotism , he said, was a 
very old science, but only w ithin the last 
three y ears had it been 
employ ed 
by - 
French surg eons for producing anaesthesia 
for painless operations. 
H y pnotism , the 
professor declared, was no trick or farce, 
but a reality tliar must be studied and un­ 
derstood Indore its power could be recog­ 
nized or felt. 
Too many set it dow n hast­ 
ily us mere quackery or the result of a dis 
eased im ag ination. 
It is nothing of the 
kind. 
A ll the professor’s investig ations 
had been to advance the science ol ana>s- 
thesia and not for “ show" purposes. 
Proving His Theory . 
He predicted that hy pnotism would take 
the place oi ether and chloroform inside of 
three or four y ears, and that special men 
would be found to hy pnotize patients for 
all operations. 
The conditions of the pa­ 
tient who could be successfully hy pnotized 
were absolute quiet,concentration ol m ind 
and non-resistance. 
In proof of his theo­ 
ries Professor Roberts brought forward 
three subjects on whom he had previously 
operated. 
They 
were tw o half-grown 
school !x>y s and a y oung man. 
By a b y ­ 
passes of the hands m idwords of command 
each of the boy s was put asleep. 
Then 
needles were put throug h the flesh of 
their faces and hands, and they uevei 
winced. 
G reat S c h e m e for a D e n tist. 
One of the subjects slept with his m outh 
wide open. “ W hat a fine chance for a den­ 
tist!” exclaim ed the hy pnolog ist. 
“ He 
would sleep with his m outh open there for 
a m onth if y ou let him. 
You nave to su g ­ 
gest w hatever condition of mind y ou want 
to y our patient, and lie carries it out 
“ Sleep, sleep, sleep hard,” were com m ands 
u*ed bv the professor. 
\ \ hen his patients 
slept and he was about to pierce them wit h 
large needles, he kept say ing , “ cold, cold, 
numb, no feeling , no feeling .” 
A phy si­ 
cian who kept tab said that during the 
tim e the boy s were under the m e s m e r is t ’s 
influence their respiration was sixteen and 
their pulse normal. 
Hi* C ontrol Over the lloy s. 
A peculiarity o5 one subject was that it 
required a long er tim e to hy pnotize one of 
his sides than the other. 
To one of 
the 
boy s 
tht* professor 
said: 
“ W hen 
y ou 
wake 
y ou 
w ill 
see 
a 
pretty 
bird and try to 
catch it,” and 
sure 
enoug h the boy did. 
To another he said: 
“ W hen y ou wake y ou’ll have the tooth­ 
ache,” und that boy clapped his hands to 
his face and rocked his body to and Iro as 
if in great torment. 
The professor said he 
had m any hy pnotic patients, who w ould 
not consent to appear in public, but w ill­ 
ing ly subm itted to his control in his pri­ 
vate ollice. 
Tut Hi* A u d ie n c e to S leep . 
In conclusion, he exhibited a new appar­ 
atus for producing sleep by m echanical 
means. 
This was h revolving 
mirror 
which flashed the lig hts from four or five 
su r r o u n d in g lamps. 
The professor g ot the 
doctors in a semi-circle around the m a­ 
chine. 
He told them to take com fortable 
positions, concentrate their minds on the 
flashing mirror, and g aze at it steadily 
w ith wide open ey es. 
Ill fifteen m inutes 
m any of them were asleep and snoring. 
Presently the m esm erist allowed them to 
w ake up. 
W en t H o m e P u**led . 
They rubbed their ey es, looked around in 
a dazed and sheepish sort of w ay ,and went 
home not knowing w hether to believe in 
hy pnotism or not.
